‘What has the Welsh 
Government done to mitigate 
risks to aero industry?’ 


A DE Pitman has responded to my 
letter of October 19, regarding the 
Northern Access Road (NAR) 
supposedly needed to service the 
proposed Aerospace Business Park, 
suggesting that St Athan is an ideal 
location for aerospace industry. 

The point, however, is not the suitability of the 
location but the likelihood of such business ever 
materialising. We have seen the failure of the 
Defence Aviation Repair Agency (DARA) and the 
location of the proposed Defence Academy 
elsewhere. 

Since my previous letter, Bombardier in Ireland* 
has shed 300 more jobs in this sector. Given the 
turbulent nature of the aerospace industry, and a 
decade of failed efforts to develop it at St Athan, 
what are the chances now? 

In addition, these plans predate Brexit. What has 
the Welsh Assembly Government done to factor in 


the Brexit impact and ongoing storms in the 
aerospace sector (bearing in mind that it has not, to 
date, even compiled a proper business plan)? It is 
not the siting of aerospace business, but the 
proposal to create an unnecessary road across 
‘greenfield’ land, in the hope that such business 
might miraculously come to pass, that is the issue. 

This £15 million of taxpayers’ money is better 
spent elsewhere, until it is clear that these 
developments and the allied ‘Enterprise Zone’ have 
a chance of happening. The NAR, which will be 
destructive to the local area, should not be built on 
a wing and a prayer and an ‘aspiration’ that is 
looking ever more unrealistic. 

Even setting aside the flagrant disregard for local 
democracy and the environment, this is appalling 
business and planning practice.

NFU Cymru welcomes Welsh 
Government farming funding 


NFU Cymru has welcomed the Welsh 
Government reaffirming its commitment 
to ring-fence funding for Welsh farming 
post-Brexit. 

Last week NFU Cymru met with Cabinet 
Secretary for Environment and Rural Affairs Lesley 
Griffiths AM, and in a wide ranging discussion 
covering a range of topics, Brexit topped the agenda. 

Following the meeting, NFU Cymru president 
Stephen James said: “I am pleased that Cabinet 
Secretary Lesley Griffiths AM reaffirmed the 
commitment from the First Minister that funding for 
Welsh agriculture from the UK Government to the 
Welsh Government will be ring-fenced for Welsh 
farmers post-Brexit.” 

The Cabinet Secretary’s commitment follows on 
from a response that the First Minister gave to 
Plenary on October 24 and reaffirms the 
commitment in the Welsh Government/Plaid Cymru 
‘Securing Wales’ Future’ document which stated that 
it is ‘essential that equivalent or greater resources to 
those Wales would have received from the Common 
Agricultural Policy (CAP) are provided from the UK 
to support Welsh farming’. 

Mr James continued: “NFU Cymru’s message on 
future funding arrangements has been clear and 
unequivocal. Governments in Cardiff and 
Westminster must maintain current levels of 
investment for farming in Wales, to ensure Welsh 
farmers remain competitive and can continue to 
produce food to the highest standards while 
maintaining and enhancing our environment and 
meeting our climate change obligations. 

“At Plenary, the First Minister mentioned that he 
would consider looking at alternative ways of 
working and we would absolutely agree with that. 
This is an opportunity for us in Wales to work 
collectively to create a new agricultural policy 
framework that helps to achieve our vision of a 
productive, progressive and profitable farming 
industry that delivers jobs, growth and investment 
for Wales. 

“We see the development of a new policy 
framework as an evolution over a period of time, 
with the timeframe for change very much 
determined by our future trading relationship with 
the EU. 

“With the UK Government having committed to 
the same cash total in funds for farm support until 


the end of this Parliament, the next step is for the UK 
Government to clarify how these funds will be 
allocated among the home nations. 

“This allocation should be based on the current 
formula for distributing CAP funds within the UK. 

“Farming is a long term business and we need 
clarity and certainty on a range of issues including 
funding, trade and future agricultural policy. 
Developing agricultural policy and budgetary 
frameworks should be developed in partnership 
between the governments of the UK, so that a 
common policy framework can be agreed. A 
common policy, but a policy which allows flexibility 
for each country to take account of the pattern and 
practice of farming within their country.”

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£5.5 million backing for 
Jehu Group expansion 


BRIDGEND-BASED 
property and construction 
firm Jehu Group has 
secured £5.5m of financial 
backing to support the 
business in achieving its 
growth strategy, with 
funding from two key 
financial institutions. 

The group, which is currently 
working on over 20 construction 
projects across south Wales, is on 
track, said a spokesperson, to see 
its turnover grow 19 per cent to 
more than £50m in the next year 
and reach in excess of £65m by 
2019, after securing the support 
from the two industry lenders.

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‘Every childhood vaccine’ 
jab excites campaigner 


A BARRY humanitarian campaigner says 
he has been encouraged by a recent medical 
development that might lead to an ‘every 
childhood vaccine’ delivered in one jab. 

Godfrey Knight wants to see children in the 
developing world properly protected against illness 
and disease, and believes the breakthrough could 
help the dream become a reality. 

In the past, Mr Knight has held fundraisers in 
Barry to support the people of Haiti following the 
devastating earthquake of 2010. 

He says the co-founder of Microsoft, Bill Gates, is 
an inspiration in the area of vaccination. 

The Bill and Melinda Gates Foundation has 
invested billions of dollars in vaccine initiatives, but 
points out: “One in five children worldwide are not 
fully protected with even the most basic vaccines.” 

Mr Knight said: “The ‘every childhood vaccine’, 


which has been developed by US researchers, is a 
technology that could eventually see every 
childhood vaccine delivered with a single injection. 

“Their ‘one shot’ solution stores the vaccine in 
microscopic capsules that releases the initial dose 
and further boosts at specific times.” 

Godfrey wants to see local authorities across the 
UK giving local council taxpayers the opportunity to 
make voluntary donations to charities that carry out 
vaccination programmes in developing areas of the 
world. 

He has been lobbying local politicians for support 
and understands the legislation involved might take 
up to two years to arrive on the statute book. 

He stresses his campaign is ‘apolitical’.

Call by Plaid Cymru for 
biomass plant revisions 


PLAID Cymru councillors for the centre 
of Barry have requested that the full Vale 
of Glamorgan Planning Committee 
consider revisions to the planning 
application for a biomass incinerator on 
Barry Docks - rather than leaving it to 
council officers to decide. 

The plant was given planning permission in July 
2015 by the Vale Council when Conservative and the 
majority of Labour councillors voted for the plans at 


‘More resources for litter 
collection’ pleads Plaid 


PLAID Cymru has called 
for greater investment in 
litter collection after newly 
published figures reveal 
that the Vale Council’s 
environmental 
enforcement team on 
average issue less than two 
tickets per day. 

The new service, run by a 
company called 3GS, began work 
in October 2016, but a 12-month 
review of the service shows 651 
tickets issued, of which 541 were 
valid - about 1.5 per day, and the 
other 110 rescinded. 

Of the 651 tickets issued, 256 
were given for general litter, 207 
for cigarette waste and 159 for 
commercial waste. 

However, the report to the 
council’s Environment and 
Regeneration Committee admits a 
reduction in clean streets - “most 
likely due to reductions in street 
cleaning as a consequence of 
ongoing budget pressures”. 

Plaid Cymru councillor Ian 
Johnson, who represents the 
Buttrills ward in the centre of 
Barry, said: “The success of our 
environmental enforcement team 
is not how many tickets they issue, 
but whether our streets are any 
cleaner. 

“Vale officers admit that our 


most recent study shows that we 
performed worse than the Welsh 
average last year, probably due to 
reductions in street cleaning 
because of cuts. 

“While the responsibility for 
litter lies with the person who 
dropped it, our litter problem is 
not going to be solved by someone 
in uniform catching two people 
per day. 

“The reality is that our litter 
services need more investment to 
keep our streets clean and tidy.” 

Plaid Cymru councillor Steffan 
Wiliam, added: “Vale staff do a 
good job and work hard but are let 
down by some irresponsible 
tourists who think it’s ok to just 
leave their rubbish on Barry Island 
beaches. 

“I suspect that if our 
environmental enforcement team 
want to catch more than two 
people, then they would have a 
field day on Barry Island during 
the summer months. Either that, or 
people would take the hint and put 
their rubbish in the bin when they 
leave!” 

Cllr Geoff Cox, the Vale 
Council cabinet member for 
Neighbourhood Services and 
Transport, responded: “As Cllr 
Johnson indicates, the key 
consideration when deciding if 
3GS have been successful is 


environmental quality, not the 
number of Fixed Penalty Notices 
that have been issued. 

“It is not the council’s aim to 
financially penalise residents or 
visitors. Instead, we hope the 
presence of our enforcement team 
can encourage better habits and 
lead to a cleaner Vale for everyone 
to enjoy. We await the 2017/18 
Keep Wales Tidy assessment of 
the cleanliness of the Vale and will 
reconsider our enforcement 
activities when we have the 
benefit of this information. 

“We are aiming to maintain the 
quality of the local environment in 
the Vale in light of the current 
challenging budget position. This 
will be achieved by balancing 
what is often referred to as the 
four Es, Effective cleansing, 
Enforcement, Education and 
Engagement. 

“The vast majority of our 
visitors do pick up after 
themselves and do use the bins 
provided and we very much wish 
to encourage their future visits. 

“We do take enforcement action 
at our resorts, but we also use 
signage and the likes of a beach 
public address system to reinforce 
the cleanliness messages for 
users.” 


‘Welsh Government should get a 
grip over Dinas Powys bypass’ 
says Andrew RT Davies AM 


SOUTH Wales Central AM 
Andrew RT Davies has 
warned that delays to the 
Heads of the Valleys Road 
scheme could have 
implications for the Dinas 
Powys By-Pass. 

The Welsh Government has 
announced a “comprehensive 
review” into the upgrade 
following significant delays in 
bringing it forward. 

Mr Davies is concerned that 
this will put considerable pressure 
on the transport budget when the 


money is urgently required for 
road upgrades in the Vale. 

Pointing out that residents of 
Dinas Powys would be “wholly 
unimpressed” that such a large 
amount of money could be 
potentially wasted, he called on 
the Welsh Government to “get a 
grip” on the situation. 

Mr Davies said: “The delays to 
the Heads of the Valleys Road 
upgrade has caused significant 
problems for businesses in the 
immediate area - but it also has 
the potential to cause issues for 
Vale residents too. 


“The Welsh Government have a 
transport budget to fund projects 
like the Dinas Powys By-Pass - 
but the problems with the Heads 
of the Valleys project will be a 
significant drain on this. 

“Ministers in Cardiff Bay need 
to get a grip on the situation - and 
get on with improving transport 
infrastructure across Wales - 
including the Dinas Powys By- 
Pass which is absolutely vital to 
residents of the Eastern Vale.” 


a planning committee, while Plaid Cymru 
councillors voted against. 

Plans were originally submitted for the site in 
2009 and it has been at the centre of public debate in 
Barry for much of the past decade, including the 
most recent full council where Cllr Nic Hodges 
raised residents’ complaints about noise and night¬ 
working. 

Currently, Natural Resources Wales are 
determining whether to award the company running 
the site a permit to operate. 

Plaid Cymru councillor for Barry Docks, Millie 
Collins added: “Many residents in Barry have very 
strong concerns about a site located so close to the 
centre of Barry, which many feel should not have 
received planning permission from Tory and Labour 
councillors in 2015. 

“Since then, Barry Town Council has 
commissioned reports about the environmental 
impact of giving the site a permit and the Vale 
Council has finally reported that they too have 
concerns. 

“However, receiving this planning application has 
been a surprise. Residents want to know why the site 
operators have been forced to request variations on 
their planning application. Is this because the 
developers have made mistakes that need correcting, 
or that the Vale council made a mistake in allowing 
this application to pass like this in the first place?” 

Fellow Plaid Cymru councillor for Barry town 
centre Ian Johnson said: “This revision is a matter of 
high public interest and should be discussed 
transparently by the Vale Planning Committee in the 
open so that interested people can hear the questions 
and answers, not be a decision made by officers 
behind closed doors.” 


‘The Welsh 
Government can 
stop incinerator’ 
says AM 


THE Welsh 

Government should 
exercise its powers 
to stop the Barry 
incinerator, South 
Wales Central AM 
Andrew RT Davies 
has said. 

The plant is currently 
under construction, but 
has yet to receive an 
Environmental Permit 
from Natural Resources 
Wales. 

Without one, it will 
not be licenced to 
operate. 

While NRW are 
responsible for the 
deciding the application, 
the regulations governing 
it give Welsh 
Government Ministers 
power to direct them. 

If a direction is given 
NRW must comply with 


it effectively giving the 
Minister a veto over the 
application. 

Mr Davies recently 
met with members of the 
Docks Incinerator Action 
Group DIAG, led by 
Dennis Clarke. Mr 
Davies said: “People 
from across Barry and 
beyond are rightly 
concerned by the impacts 
the incinerator will have 
on the town. 

“It may be under 
construction but it does 
not yet have a permit to 
operate and the Cabinet 
Secretary has the power 
to stop it being granted. 

“I’ve therefore written 
to her, asking her to 
intervene and use her 
powers to put a stop to 
this damaging project.”

Bypass group fears gridlock 


HOUSE-building and other 
projects planned to start by 
the end of 2018 will add, 
daily, hundreds more 
vehicles to the traffic in 
Dinas Powys, a councillor 
has claimed. 

Vale councillor and Dinas 
Powys Community Council chair 
Andy Robertson told The GEM 
that the changes would affect 
people in the village and 
commuters who use the main 
road. 

“Unless some order is put to the 
way projects are carried out we’re 
heading for a total break-down in 
transport in the eastern Vale within 
the next couple of years. 

“This is much sooner than was 
previously predicted, mainly 
because projects are being 
planned to run in parallel. 

“Four major projects are 
planned by developers to pour, 
first, construction vehicles and 
eventually, new homeowners’ cars 
onto the main road.” 

Projects earmarked for Dinas 
include 50 houses at Cross 
Common; 230 houses at the 
former St Cyres Lower School 
site; 70 houses at Caerleon Road; 
and, possibly, Welsh Water’s 
power generation plant at the 


treatment works off Barry Road 
which bypass campaigners claim 
could involve between 100 and 
150 vehicles entering and leaving 
the site daily for two years. 

The group thinks the junction 
of Murch Road and the main 
Cardiff Road could become the 
centre of gridlock in Dinas Powys. 

Cllr Robertson went on: “After 
years of promises in various 
reports, a few days ago the Vale 
highways department said that a 
developer had not been called on 
to contribute towards improving 
the Murch Road traffic light 
junction because ‘there was no 
feasible layout improvement that 
the applicants could undertake to 
mitigate the impact of their 
development’. 

“This junction has been marked 
down for improvement in 
numerous council documents, 
including the Highways Impact 
Assessment in 2013 which 
informed the Local Development 
Plan (LDP).” 

He added: “There is one thing 
that certainly can’t be done. That’s 
putting thousands more vehicles 
through Dinas Powys without the 
only infrastructure improvement 
that makes sense - a bypass.” 

The Dinas Powys Bypass 
Steering Group said it is hosting a 
public meeting about the planned 


developments and the progress of 
its proposals for a bypass on 
Monday, November 13 at 7pm at 
the Murchfield Community 
Centre in Sunny croft Lane. 

The GEM approached Welsh 
Water to ask how many trips they 
estimated would be required 
during the construction of the 
plant. 

A spokesman said: “As part of 
our pre-planning application 
consultation, we recently met with 
local councillors to share details of 
our plans. 

“This included proposed traffic 
movements during the 
construction phase and after 
completion of the work. 

“During the meeting, the 
councillors explained the issues 
surrounding traffic in the area and 
we have taken these views into 
consideration. 

“A construction traffic 
management plan will be included 
in our planning application. The 
plan will take into account views 
received during our pre-planning 
consultations. 

“A total of 69 two-way trips is 
estimated at peak construction, 
with full details and routing 
provided within the planning 
application that will be submitted 
later this month.”

in Wales - as a priority in their 
plan to extend broadband reach by 
2020. I will, of course, notify all 
affected residents of the response. 

If you were unable to attend 
one of these surgeries but do 
experience slow broadband 

speeds, please inform me of your 
telephone number and home 
address in case there is a 
‘whitespot’ that the providers are 
not aware of.

Call for knitters to

A LOCAL woman

Eirwen Price is co¬ 
ordinating local activity 
in ‘Wonderwool

community of textile 
makers to recreate the 
united determination of 
the World War 1 
volunteers. 

Eirwen said: “The 
aim of the Centenary 
Textiles project is to 
produce a Community 
Textile Installation at 
Wonderwool Wales 
2018 (in Builth Wells) to 
mark the end of World 
War 1.

887,858 textile poppies, 
to commemorate each 
person from the UK who 
died serving their 


country.” 

She continued: 
“Volunteers are invited 
to use our range of 
patterns to make one or 
more textile poppies to 
feature in the Curtain of 
Poppies in 2018. 

“If you or your textile 
group would like to 
make a larger 
contribution, please 
make lengths of green i- 
cord (four stitches) 
approximately two 
metres long, and stitch 
pairs of poppies back to 
back, at a spacing of 
about 15 cm.” 

The project is in 
support of The Royal 
British Legion, and 
donations are invited in 
support.

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Review will look at 
tragic case of Elsie 


FOLLOWING the conviction of 
Matthew Scully-Hicks of the murder 
of his 18-month-old daughter, Elsie, 
attention will switch to the 
investigation which will centre on 
how the little girl met her death. 

Scully-Hicks (31) will spend a minimum of 
18 years in prison after the jury at Cardiff 
Crown Court found him guilty. 

The Cardiff and Vale of Glamorgan 
Regional Safeguarding Children Board will 
now look at the circumstances. 

A spokesperson for the board said: “Now 
that the criminal proceedings have concluded, 
the Regional Safeguarding Children Board 
will seek assurance that the independent child 
practice review, which has already been 
commissioned, into the tragic circumstances of 
the child’s death, will be progressed. 

“It would therefore not be appropriate for 
the board to comment further until the 
conclusion of the independent review.” 

The Cardiff and Vale of Glamorgan 
Regional Safeguarding Children Board 
(RSCB) is made up of statutory partners 
(Cardiff Council, Vale of Glamorgan Council, 
the University Health Board, Velindre Health 
Trust, South Wales Police and the Probation 
Services) and additional members including 
voluntary sector organisations as appropriate. 

Child Practice Reviews are carried out by 
independent reviewers, who are appointed by 
the Review Panel and who have had no 
previous involvement in the case or its 
management 

The Vale Council’s social services were 
supervising the adoption of Elsie, who was 
bom in the Vale.

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Jam Fund is the small charity with a big heart 


THE dedicated work of Vale charity, the 
Jam Fund, continued recently with a 
number of key donations. 

The fund was started in memory of Jamie 
Adamson, who died of cancer at the age of just five in 
2004. Since 2005, it has raised more than £400,000 
and has helped numerous youngsters suffering from 
ill health, as well as providing welcome support for 
their families. 

Jamie’s father Paul, told The GEM: “A £500 
donation has gone to the Vale Parent Pupil Volunteer 
Homework Group based in Rhoose. 

“The group is run by Cath Watkins and Maria 
Thompson. The purpose is to assist children of mixed 
academic abilities with education in a non-school 
environment and it has even branched out to offer a 
range of courses for adolescents and adults. 

“Initially, they started with just five children but 
now have 200 on the books! 

“The Jam Fund has assisted the club with financial 
donations before.” 

In recognition of the support provided by the 
charity, the group presents the ‘Jamie Adamson 
Shield’ at its annual presentation evening. 

Paul went on: “We have also given a cheque of 
£1,000 for five-year-old Lacey Mae who has bravely 
fought a brain tumour. It will enable the family to buy 
Lacey Mae and her brothers some gifts.” 

The Jam Fund has also been able to help three- 
year-old Ollie Meredith. Paul said: “We were 
delighted to make a presentation to Sean and Sophie 
and their children Summer, aged seven, and Ollie, 
aged three. 

“Ollie was bom with an extra chromosome which 
means he had faced many difficulties in his life. 

“We donated a cheque of £750 which is half of the 
amount required to purchase Ollie a special chair to 
keep him comfortable. The chair is made to order and 
has special attachments. 

“The rest of the funds were raised by Barry Rotary 
Club and new life charities.” 

The Jam Fund is supported by volunteers like 
Carlie James, who ran the Cardiff Half Marathon in 
October and raised £800. Another local runner, 
Daniel Ladner, raised almost £200. 

Their collective amount was matched by the Jam 
Fund and a cheque for £2,000 was donated to Adam 
and Emma Sargent, the parents of Sebastian, who 
needs an ‘Eye Gaze’ machine to help him talk to his 
mum and dad.

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BRANAGH’S ORIENT EXPRESS 
IS A TRAIN WRECK LOADED UP 
WITH HAM ACTORS 


T HE concept of 
Agatha Christie 
and the character 
of Hercule Poirot always 
has the whiff of Sunday 
evenings about it, such 
was the proliferation of 
adventures embarked 
upon by the great 
detective (played in that 
incarnation by David 
Suchet) in my youth. 

However, Kenneth Branagh 
aims to blow away the fustiness 
of the character in a new 
adaption of perhaps Poirot’s 
most famous case, the Murder 
on the Orient Express. 
Directing and also playing 
Poirot himself, Branagh (and 
his most formidable 
moustache) investigates the 
murder of a businessman 
(Johnny Depp) while confined 
to the carriages of the titular 
train. 

Amongst the suspects are the 
likes of Dame Judi Dench, 
Daisy Ridley, Josh Gad and 
Michelle Pfeiffer - but can the 
esteemed Poirot track down the 
murderer? 

Murder on the Orient 
Express opens with a moment 
of comedy, as Poirot demands 
two boiled eggs of the exact 
same dimensions, before 
solving a case involving the 
theft of a religious artefact that 
is painfully obvious who the 
culprit is, if not the why. 

On such unsteady and 
tonally disparate foundations 
the entire film is based, as ... 
Orient Express is a film that 


never quite nails 
the tone of what 
it’s trying to 
achieve, is stuffed 
to the ceiling with 
the hammiest 
acting 
performances and 
feels cumbersome 
and leaden in the 
extreme. 

Kenneth 
Branagh’s 
directorial career received a 
huge shot in the 
arm after tackling 
the debut 

adventure of Thor. 

Since then, he’s 
helmed the hugely 
underwhelming 
Jack Ryan: 

Shadow Recruit 
and the glossy, yet vapid, live- 
action version of Cinderella. 

If Branagh was aiming for 
his mediocre hat-trick with this 
film, then he has succeeded 
with aplomb. 

Some nice little flourishes 
here and there aside, the film 
feels lacking in every area; 
there is no dynamism, no 
tension, no moments of 
revealing a clue and then 
pulling the rug out from under 
you. 

Whether it’s a fault of the 
story itself, or Michael Green’s 
screenplay, you never get a real 
feeling of the stakes, never get 
truly invested in the 
‘whodunnit’ at the core. 

The murder and mystery 
behind it, coupled with the 
suspects being stuck on a 
snowed-in train should make

for fireworks, a 
chamber piece 
dripping with 
questions and 
puzzles. Instead, 
the story plays out 
at a quick pace, 
but never really 
lights a match 
under 
proceedings , 
things just 

simmering gently 
until the film snaps into a 
climax that is 
unsatisfying , 
despite the smarts 
employed by the 
guilty party. 

Even if the 
direction is 

lacking, you 

would expect such 
a starry and award-laden cast to 
really sink their teeth into a 
piece of work like this. 

Instead, Branagh puts a little 
too much focus on Poirot, a 
subplot involving a lost love 
cumbersome, and he all too 
often resorts to ill-timed 
comedy to undercut the mood. 

While it’s nice to see Johnny 
Depp not behaving like an idiot 
and wearing a silly costume, 
his villainous character doesn’t 
work, while the likes of Daisy 
Ridley, Judi Dench, Olivia 
Coleman and Josh Gad are 
neither given enough screen 
time nor enough 

characterization for them to 
really resonate. 

A special word for Tom 
Bateman’s Bouc, who delivers 
a master class in overacting that 
makes you wish that rather than 


being the man in charge of the 
Orient Express, he was in fact 
the first victim of the murderer. 

He’s not alone, far from it, as 
you could quite easily extract 
several pounds of ham from the 
cast members, but his ludicrous 
performance is symptomatic of 
the film as a whole, all 
involved obviously enjoying a 
break from the rigors of 
essaying actual characters and 
doing some actual acting. 

It’s a real shame, as given 
how successful the 
reinventions of the likes of 
Sherlock Holmes have proved, 
there’s obviously a market and 
a demand to see these stories 
and characters given a new lick 
of paint. 

With Murder on the Orient 
Express, it’s a shame that they 
bothered, as this is an absolute 
train wreck of a film, one that 
comes off the tracks early on 
and never gets back on them. 

VERDICT: A woeful 21st 
century update of Agatha 
Christie’s most well-known 
Hercule Poirot adventure, 
Murder on the Orient Express 
is a terrible film, full of leaden 
direction and over-the-top 
acting that leaves you feeling 
you’re watching a poor amateur 
dramatic group rather than 
some of Hollywood’s great and 
good. A sequel-baiting line at 
the end suggests further 
adventures for Kenneth 
Branagh’s Poirot - you can 
only hope they remain 
unfilmed. Avoid at all costs.

The Barry men who 
were shot down 
by the Red Baron - 

LOCAL MEN WHO FOUGHT 
IN THE SKIES DURING WWI 


A ward- 

winning 
military 
historian Dr 
Jonathan Hicks 
pays tribute to the 
local airmen who 
fought in the First 
World War: 

When Great Britain 
declared war on 
Germany on August 4, 
1914 the Royal Flying 
Corps was just over two 
years old, and it was on 
November 29, 1917, that 
an Act of Parliament 
establishing the Royal 
Air Force received the 
Royal Assent of King 
George V. 

The Royal Air Force 
was formed by the 
combining of the Royal 
Flying Corps and the 
Royal Naval Air Service. 
The RFC was part of the 
British Army and was 
divided into Naval and 
Military wings. 

Wales provided pilots, 
observers, ground crew 
and other logistical 
support to all branches 
of the service. 

While writing my 
book on the Battle of 
Passchendaele, I started 
to come across 
references to Welsh 
airmen and discovered 
that very little has 
hitherto been written 
about them. For 
example, there are 
dozens of Welsh ‘aces’ 
who were required to 
down five or more 
enemy aircraft to qualify 
for this prestigious title. 
One of them was the 


fourth highest-scoring 
Allied ace of the war 
and yet he is virtually 
unknown. Every one of 
them deserves 
recognition and what 
follow are details of the 
men from Barry who 
served in the Royal 
Flying Corps during the 
Great War. 

Lieutenant John 
Stephen Windsor of 
Barry Dock was 
awarded the Military 
Cross for conspicuous 
bravery while night 
flying in Mesopotamia, 
and was also 
recommended for 
promotion as Captain 
and Flight Commander. 

The action by which 
Windsor won the MC 
occurred on September 
23,1916, when he 
started out before dawn 
and flew for 60 miles to 
an enemy aerodrome to 
destroy it. 

Despite heavy anti¬ 
aircraft fire, he bombed 
the target and returned 
safely to base. It was 
then discovered that he 
had 70 bullet holes in 
the wings of his 
machine, his service 
petrol tank was shot 
through and one bullet 
had passed just over his 
knees. 

Windsor had served 
his apprenticeship as an 
engineer with the Barry 
Railway Company 
before war broke out. 
He entered for the 
Sandhurst Royal 
Military College 
examination and gained 
admission. Upon

he landed to make an 
examination of the 
bridge with a view to 
blowing it up, 50 
mounted Arabs were 
seen to be galloping 
towards him and he just 
had time to return to his 
machine and fired 100 
rounds from his machine 
gun at them. 

In May 1917, he was 
wounded in the wrist 
while flying in France 
and was in hospital in 
Devonport. He had 
only been in France 
three days, but had 
served in Mesopotamia 
for 15 months and had 
been an instructor for six 
months. 

Second Lieutenant 
Guy Everingham was 
killed on April 8, 1917 
aged 22. Serving with 
16 Squadron, he was 
buried alongside his 
pilot, Second Lieutenant 
Keith Ingleby 
MacKenzie, in Bois- 
Carre British Cemetery, 
Thelus.

passing out, he was 
gazetted to the South 
Wales Borderers in 
November 1915 and was 
later attached to the 
Royal Flying Corps. 

He left for 

Mesopotamia in June 
1916 and went through 
all the fighting at Kut 
and Baghdad, being one 
of the first aviators to 
drop bombs on Baghdad 
and one of the first to fly 
into the ancient city on 
the day the Turks 
evacuated it. 

Windsor also flew 
150 miles from Baghdad 
to the Russian forces, 
but as the ground was 
very rough for landing, 
the undercarriage of his 
machine was carried 
away and he was 
compelled to wait with 
the Russians for three 
weeks until a spare set 
of gear arrived. 

On another occasion, 
he was detailed with 
another officer to fly to a 
railway bridge 60 miles 
behind the enemy’s lines 
beyond Baghdad. When

EVERINGHAM was 
born in Barry, was 
privately educated and 
was living in Colwyn 
Bay when war broke 
out. Enlisting in the 
13th Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers, he was 
commissioned in 
February 1915 and 
arrived in France in 
March 1916 serving as 
signalling officer. 

He later served as a 
bombing officer with 
113th Trench Mortar 
Battery before applying 
to join the Royal 
Flying Corps, training 
as an observer. 

Everingham married 
in February 1917 and 
set up home with his 
wife in Flandudno, but 
was ordered to return 
to the front after just 
two days of marriage. 

His BE2g was 
photographing the 
village of Farbus, 
north-east of Arras, just 
a day before the battle 
began. It was shot 
down at 4.40pm over 
what was to become 
the battlefield, so the 
crew were not buried 
for a week until the 
ground was taken by 
British troops. 

Their attacker was 
Baron Manfred von 
Richthofen - the two 
airmen were his 39th 


victory and his second 
of the day. The pilot, 
Keith MacKenzie, was 
von Richthofen’s 
youngest victim, at 18. 

Von Richthofen 
wrote in his combat 
report: “I was flying 
and surprised an 
English artillery flyer. 
After a very few shots 
the plane broke to 
pieces and fell near 
Vimy... remnants 
distributed over more 
than one kilometre.” 

Second Fieutenant 
Hugh Howells died in a 
flying accident at 
Spittlegate in 
Fincolnshire on April 
10, 1917, aged 26. 

Born at Bedlinog in 
Glamorgan where his 
parents ran the Railway 
Hotel, he was married 
with a young child and 
lived on Barry Island. 

Before the war, he 
was an electrician with 
the Rhymney Iron 
Company. A flying 
magazine carried an 
account of his death: 
2nd Lieut. Hugh 
Howells, RFC, was 
flying an aeroplane at 
rather low altitude in 
an eastern county on 
April 10 when the 
machine fell, struck a 
corner of a building, 
and burst into flames. 
The officer was so 
badly burned that he 
died in a neighbouring

military hospital during 
the night. 

Hugh Howells was 
buried at Soar-y-Graig 
Cemetery in Llechryd. 
In 2005, the chapel and 
cemetery were sold for 
development and the 
ground was no longer 
maintained. The area 
now lies abandoned to 
Japanese knotweed and 
bluebells. The names 
of the war dead were 
then recorded on 
Cardiff Western 
Cemetery screen wall. 

David Evan Davies 
of 175, Barry Road was 
educated at Barry 
County School and 
University College, 
Cardiff, where he 
gained his MSc. He 
held a government 
appointment in the 
West Indies before 
returning home on the 
outbreak of war and 
enlisting in the Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers. 

Commissioned into 
the Royal Flying 
Corps, he joined 12 
Squadron at Avesnes- 
le-Comte on the 
Western Front and was 
shot down while flying 
a BE2e on April 29, 
1917 by Manfred von 
Richthofen. His body 
was never recovered 
and he is 

commemorated on the 
Arras Flying Services 
Memorial. He was 25. 

Roy Makepeace, 
originally from Barry, 
had an unusual period 
of military service. It 
was reported that: 

Upon his release, he 
came over to England 
and joined the South 
African Infantry, 
leaving shortly 
afterwards for France, 
in which country he 
spent two years. 

While taking part in 
the Somme Battle he 
was sent with a 
message from the 
headquarters to a 
bombing party who had 
captured some German 
trenches. He came 
upon a trench occupied 
by six Germans. With 
the exception of a stout 
stick he had nothing to 
defend himself, but 
boldly shouted to the 
enemy, “Hands up!” 
and they threw down 
their rifles. 

He was awarded the 
Military Medal, and 
invested on July 26 by 


the King, who, with the 
Queen and Princess 
Mary warmly 
congratulated him 
upon his achievement. 
Since his return to 
Fleur-de-lis, the local 
reception committee 
of which Mr Henry 
Watts, a South African 
veteran, is the 
chairman - has 
presented him with a 
gold watch in 
recognition of his 
action. 

Royal Victor Nash 
Makepeace was born in 


Barry in 1899. The 
family then emigrated 
to South Africa and 
when war was 
declared, he enlisted in 
the South African 
Army, aged 15, in 
October 1914. Two 
months later, he was 
captured by the 
Germans and spent the 
next seven months as a 
prisoner of war. 

He then sent a 
telegram to his parents 
saying that he was 
going to Europe. He 
fought at Delville 


Wood on the Somme in 
1916 with the 1st South 
African Infantry 
Regiment and said later 
that he was physically 
and mentally exhausted 
after three charges 
against the German 
positions. His helmet 
had two holes as the 
result of being struck 
by shrapnel. 

When the King 
asked him how old he 
was, Makepeace gave 
an honest response and 
as a result he was 
dismissed from the 
Army two days later. 

He enlisted in the 
Royal Flying Corps 
and was shot down on 
his first mission. 
Surviving the war, he 
was promoted to 
lieutenant at the age of 
19 and later founded 
the Aero Club of South 
Africa. 

Second Lieutenant 
Albert Payne, Royal 
Flying Corps of Travis 
Street, Barry Docks 
also met with a fatal 
accident on Sunday, 
January 1918 when 
making a trial flight 
from Hendon (where he 
was stationed) to 
Ipswich. After 
emigrating to Canada 
before the war, he had 
enlisted in the 
Canadian 

Expeditionary Force.

Payne had arrived in 
France two years before 
he was killed, but was 
wounded and 
discharged, and 
stationed at the head 
offices of the Canadian 
Government in London. 
There he saw a 
recruiting poster for the 
RFC and subsequently 
enlisted. 

The full story of the 
accident was told at the 
inquest at Hendon on the 
body of Payne and 
Francis Harry Varney 
Vise, aged 22, the pilot. 

A Captain Sevinbright 
said that Vise was an 
experienced pilot, 
although he was flying a 
machine that he had 
never flown before. 

He had, however, 
flown one which was 
very similar, and the 
slight differences were 
pointed out to him 
before the flight. 

Witnesses said that 
the two men reached an 
altitude of 1,500 feet 
and then descended to 
about around 1,000ft. 

He believed that the 
machine stalled on the 
turn. The climate 
conditions were not 
against flying. 

Captain Clear of the 
Manchester Regiment, 
attached to the School of 
Instruction, said that he 
saw most of the flight. 
The machine took off 
steeply and when 100 
feet up it made a turn 
and flew at a height of 
800 feet. It then made a 
left hand turn, got into a 
spin and fell. 

The petrol tank burst 
and caught alight 
through the machine 
striking the ground and 
not in the course of 
descent. 

He could not account 
for the accident. It was 
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‘Remember those 
who defend us’ 


Albert Payne. 

stated that the engine 
was examined before the 
machine left the ground 
and was perfectly 
satisfactory. 

On January 25, Albert 
Payne’s funeral took 
place at Merthyr Dyfan 
Cemetery in Barry. 

Eight officers and about 
40 men from the 
Lancashire Fusiliers and 
about 50 officers and 
men from the RFC 
attended. 

The body was 
conveyed on a carriage 
and covered by the 
Union Jack and a wealth 
of floral tributes from 
comrades and friends. 

Among the numerous 
wreaths was one from 
the officers of the 
School of Instruction, 
Hendon. 

On April 19,1918 it 
was reported that a 
Barry airman had been 
decorated for his 
service: Serjeant-Major 
TJ Huxter of the Royal 
Air Forces in Palestine, 
who was mentioned in 
General Murray’s 
despatches, has been 
awarded the Meritorious 
Service Medal. 

When an apprentice 
at the Barry Railway 
Locomotive Works, he 
joined the Royal Field 
Artillery at the 


commencement of the 
war, when only 18 years 
of age. He was 
subsequently transferred 
to the Royal Flying 
Corps, and sent to Egypt 
in 1915, being last year 
promoted to the charge 
of one of the aeroplane 
depots in Cairo, as 
technical serjeant-major. 

He is the son of Mr 
and Mrs R. Huxter, 17 
Guthrie-street, Barry 
Docks, and has been 
mentioned in the 
honours list by the King. 

Lieutenant Roy 
William Angus, eldest 
son of Mr and Mrs F W 
J Angus, manager of the 
Labour Exchange, 
Newport, and nephew of 
the late Colonel J R 
Angus, South Wales 
Borderers, were all 
formerly of Barry. 

Roy Angus had lived 
at 74, Princes Street in 
Barry and was killed 
aged 23 on August 13, 
1918, while flying an 
FE2b with 148 
Squadron when it failed 
to pull out of a test spin 
and crashed. 

The observer, Air 
Mechanic 1st Class GW 
King was also killed. 
Angus was buried in 
Pemes British Cemetery 
in France. 

These men are worthy

of remembrance for their 
heroism in fighting a 
war high up in the air, 
where the chances of 
survival, if aircrew or 
machine were hit by 
enemy bullets or 
shrapnel, were slim. 

Fire was the constant 
concern. 

To be thousands of 
feet above the earth with 
a fire breaking out 
would usually mean a 
terrifying death long 
before the safety of the 
aerodrome could be 
reached. Parachutes 
were not issued to pilots 
of the RFC, though the 
question was considered 
many times. 

It was felt that doing 
so might impair the 
fighting spirit of the 
pilot or that the speed of 
a descending aircraft 
would not permit proper 
deployment of the 
parachute. 

Thus, when an engine 
stopped some 8,000 feet 
from the ground, all 
most pilots and 
observers could do was 
wait for the five minutes 
it took to fall in a near¬ 
vertical spin towards the 
ground and hope that a 


miracle would occur. 

We will remember 
them.

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How the men who built Barry 
tackled an unglamorous but 
essential infrastructure problem 


LOCAL historian 
Laurie Owen 
continues his 
look at the history 
of Barry - in 
particular the 
logistical 
challenges faced 
by the people who 
built the town. 

It was, it must 
be remembered, 
rare for a town to 
expand as quickly 
as Barry did 
between 1890 and 
1905. 

This weeks, he 
looks at an 
unglamorous but 
essential piece of 
infrastructure - 
sewers. 

/ N1858,following 
the ( Great Stink’ 
coming off the 
polluted Thames, 
politicians were 
forced to construct a 
proper sewage 
network in London 
and this in time led to 
other towns and 
cities realising the 
importance of a good 
method of waste 
disposal. 

The 1875 Public 
Health Act had stipulated 
that all new sewers were 
publicly owned by the 
Local Board and all new 
housing must have self- 
contained sanitation and 
water services. 

It should be 
remembered that in the 
1880s, water was still 
being collected from 
springs, wells, brooks, 
streams and rivers, or 
from pumps strategically 
placed around the 
district. 

The arrival of 
thousands of new 
residents in 1884 and 
beyond naturally led to 
massive waste 

management issues and 
urgent action was 
desperately needed, but it 
would be four years 
before the Local Board 
was established. Then 
securing the land and 
creating the plans meant 
a further year elapsed 
before the initial process 
could begin. 

While the act of 
dealing with this natural, 
daily function would not 
be new to them, the sheer 
number of total strangers 
packed tightly together 
would surely have had a 
major impact on them. 

With no proper 
sanitary system, a ‘closet’ 
at the bottom of the 
garden consisted of a 
wooden seat with a round 
hole, located over a large 
void linked to an existing 
cesspool. Several houses 


would drain into the same 
cesspool, with human 
waste often overflowing 
down streets into the 
brooks, streams and 
rivers. A more private 
alternative was an ‘earth 
closet’ outside the back 
door, with a metal 
container or pan under 
the seat to collect the 
waste, then a covering of 
dried earth or ashes to 
mask the smell. Prior to 
the arrival of drainage 
and sewers, the 
householder would empty 
the contents of their soil 
pan wherever they 
deemed fit. 

The earth closet was 
the 1873 invention of 
Henry Moule, a vicar in 
Dorset who patented a 
version with a handle 
which, when turned, 
delivered a fixed amount 
of earth. The vicar was 
convinced that poor 
sanitation and 

contaminated water led to 
the spread of cholera and 
described cesspools as 
‘an unnatural 

abomination’. Some very 
influential people, 
including the vicar, said 
this earth mixture after 
breaking down could be 
used as garden fertiliser 
and the lower classes 
often used it again. 

It seems quite likely 
that Board members, 
being mainly successful 
businessmen or 

professionals would have 
had earth closets with a 
handle and servants to 
dispose of the waste. 

In August 1889, a 
public inquiry was held 
by the Local Government 
Board Inspector to 
sanction a loan of 
£22,000, repayable over 
30 years to carry out the 
drainage and sewerage 
works for Cadoxton and 
part of Barry Dock. 
Present were 

representatives of 

landowners Lords 

Windsor and Wimborne 
and the Wenvoe Castle 
estate, together with 
Local Board members: 
JC Meggitt, Reverend 
Allen, ED Jones, John 
Robinson, W Thomas 
(Hayes), PJ O’Donnell 
and officers JA Hughes, 
JC Pardoe and George 
Neale MOH. 

Engineer Charles 
Walker presented two 
plans: the ‘eastern’ 

outfall at the foot of Sully 
breakwater, to cover 
Cadoxton and part of 
Barry Dock and the 
‘western’ from the main 
Police Station to St 
Nicholas parish church in 
East Barry, which would 
drain into Barry Harbour. 
The first covered an area 
of about 640 acres, with 
houses having increased 
from 80 in 1884 to 697 in 
1888. 

The western section 
totalled about 450 acres 
and already had the 
existing Holton Sewer on 
Wenvoe Castle land, 
which had drained most 
of the district into Barry 
Harbour, before the Local 


Board had been formed. 
There was also another 
sewer system, ‘complete 
with manholes, 

ventilators and straight 
lines’ with a separate 
outfall into the sea. 
Constructed in 1885, this 
serviced 300 houses in 
East Barry built by TA 
Walker, further 

illustrating the 

progressive nature of the 
Docks contractor. 

These systems would 
be purchased at a later 
date. 

Dr Treharne worried 
that the ‘disgraceful and 
dangerous’ open sewers 
near Cadoxton Hotel and 
Weston Farm could lead 
to his patients contracting 
typhoid fever. Another 
spoke of ‘soil pans’ being 
too small, so that when 
the scavenger emptied 
them onto his cart the 
overflow would be left 
behind, causing 

annoyance and distress. 

Cadoxton already had 
roughly 7,000 residents in 
houses with badly 
constructed drains 
emptying into cesspools 
which overflowed after 
rainfall, causing a 
disgusting stench and 
injurious to health 

With so many such 
incidents and daily 
evidence of dreadful 
conditions, Board 

members had been 
shocked and frustrated to 
find that work would be 
delayed for seven months 
until the Board of Trade 
gave their consent for the 
outfall sewers. 

In the meantime, 
homes were being built at 
an alarming rate by many 
different builders, with no 
means yet in place for 
waste disposal and 
Cadoxton Brook was in a 
disgusting state, with new 
houses draining into it. 

Members were told 
that 300 houses near the 
main Police Station 
would soon be occupied 
and often with two 
families in each, it was 
estimated that eight 
sewage carts would be 
needed just to remove 
their daily waste. 

WR Parker of Penarth 
began constructing the 
eastern system in the 
summer of1890, covering 
a distance of 10 miles. 

Just one year later, the 
chairman of the Local 
Board JC Meggitt and the 
engineer CR Walker 
proudly opened the 
Cadoxton Sewerage 
Works. A large crowd of 
important people 

attended the ceremony 
and accompanied the 
officials from Weston 
Bridge across the Moors 
to the outfall near 
Bendrick Rocks, a total of 
4,384 feet. Costing 
£20,000, it could service 
a population of up to 
40,000, but still only 
covered one half of the 
whole district. 

The next stage was to 
connect to individual 
houses. 

The Barry and 


Cadoxton Ratepayers ’ 
Protection Association 
were very critical of the 
Local Board in April 
1891, deeming them 
incapable of ‘grappling 
with the extraordinary 
speed of growth’ over the 
last few years. To an 
outsider looking on, this 
seemed harsh given their 
own use of 

‘extraordinary’ and the 
fact that the new system 
was soon to be 
operational. 

Most of their 

complaints revolved 
around Holton, with 

‘thick, foul and 

discoloured water, 
streams of filth and pools 
of excrement’ in the back 
lanes and roads. Some 
closet pans had not been 
emptied for a month and 
when a frustrated 
Inspector of Nuisances 
told a woman to empty 
her own pan, cries of 
“shame” rang out in the 
meeting. 

Credit was however 
given to the Board for 
connecting some closets 
to the sewer, thereby 
doing away with the soil 
pan system. 

In October 1891 it was 
agreed that public urinals 
should be erected 
opposite the Royal Hotel, 
at the bottom of Vere 
Street and Island Road, 
but not near the Police 
Station because of the 
school. 

You would think that 
many of the Board’s 
problems had now been 
resolved, but they had 
great difficulty educating 
the public and 
encouraging them to 
adapt to new ideas. 

A circular was sent to 
householders asking them 
not to ‘thrust rags, bottles 
and tins ’ down the 
cisterns, and reports of 
donkey remains being 
found in a cesspool in 
Gueret Street highlighted 
the task involved. 

Dr O ’Donnell 

condemned the practice 
of connecting water 
closets to cesspools and 
consistently pushed for 
each house to have 
‘flushing apparatus’, in 
an effort to keep the 
sewers clean. Engineer 
John Robinson stressed 
that cesspools were only 
supposed to take house 
drainage. Dr Neale 
thought residents could 
flush with slop water and 
chairman JC Meggitt 
advised that flushing 
apparatus should not be 
compulsory, as the Board 
was in a ‘condition of 
impecuniosity’. 

The MOH Dr George 
Neale reported in July 
that there were 16 cases 
of scarlet fever and three 
of typhoid, with two of 
those at Palmerstown, 
caused by the stench of 
night soil being tipped 
near the houses. 
Although the local bye¬ 
law stipulated that water 
must be supplied to water 
closets, only one per cent 
of houses had water for

flushing. 

Above the seat was a 
tank filled with water and 
by pulling the chain 
attached to it, the waste 
would be flushed into the 
drain and on to the sewer. 

This system was still in 
place in our outside toilet 
as we grew up in the 
1940s. 

Following lengthy 
discussions on the 
subject, in the autumn of 
1891 in a phrase which 
today would cause a 
smile, the Local Board 
‘passed a motion to 
enforce the flushing of 
water closets’ in all 
properties. As most 
homes were rented, the £5 
cost would fall on 
landlords and the 
following year, a petition 
signed by 100 property 
owners and ratepayers 
was presented to the 
Local Board, condemning 
this compulsory action 
and asking for more time. 
They were given until 
May 1893 to comply, but 
even then the Inspector of 
Nuisances reported that 
after examining the whole 
district, 1,614 notices 
were served on the subject 
of flushing, with many 
people still not 
cooperating. 

HR Paul of Thompson 
Street and Morgan Bros 
of Vere Street advertised 
‘flushing cisterns ’ and 
‘flushing tanks’, supplied 
and fixed at the lowest 
prices. 

The western sewer 
system did not follow on 
as soon as residents might 
have expected. 

An article in 
September 1892, 

described how there were 
three existing outfalls 
draining into Barry 
Harbour: the public 
Holton sewer; the private 
one belonging to the 
Docks and Railway 
Company; and the one 
recently constructed by 
Lord Windsor to drain 
Barry Island. 

The Board of Trade 
confirmed that the Local 
Board had an obligation 
to the latter two and 
following lengthy 

discussions, agreement

was reached. An outfall 
for the Docks Company 
would be provided in the 
new works, with the Barry 
Island sewer to be 
included once 300 houses 
had been built thereon. 

It was interesting to 
read that the Board of 
Trade insisted the Docks 
Company must maintain 
and keep Barry Harbour 
as a ‘harbour of refuge’ 
which must be ‘kept 
clear’. 

Finally in August 1893, 
work began on the 
‘western’ sewer system, 
initially employing 90 
men increasing to 150. 

The following summer, 
W Thomas, the chairman 
of the Public Works 
Committee and the 
engineer CR Walker, 
officially opened the 
sewerage works from 
Barry to Cold Knap. 
Constructed to dispose of 
the waste of Holton and 
Barry, the ceremony 
began with ‘turning the 
valve’ at the main 
junction in Dock View 
Road. 

The new works 
comprised 1,500 yards of 
brick sewer from Island 
Road along Barry Dock 
Road (Broad Street), past 
the Barry Hotel and 
station to Harbour Road, 
along the Parade, then 
across fields to the 
foreshore at Cold Knap 
Point. Sewage would 
now be carried well out 
into the tideway of the 


Channel, with branch 
pipes from existing 
sewers of the Barry 
Castle Valley and Barry 
Island, built into this one 
outfall. Given the 

stipulation regarding 300 
houses having to be built 
on Barry Island, this last 
statement was a 
contradiction. 

In parts it was 20 to 50 
feet below the surface, 
with rock at the sea-end 
extremely hard and 
because it was below the 
high-water mark, work 
was interrupted by the 
tides. George Rutter was 
congratulated for 

overcoming the many 
obstacles and completing 
the work on time at a cost 
of £13,000. 

An article in the press 
recorded how the existing 
sewer had emptied into 
Barry Harbour and was 
‘a source of annoyance to 
the public walking along 
the otherwise pleasant 
pathway leading to Barry 
Island’. The new outfall 
being ‘1.25 miles beyond 
the harbour ’ would 
remove that ‘annoyance’. 

Board members and 
councillors gave up their 
time with no 
remuneration, rarely 
receiving anything but 
criticism, so the following 
independent comments 
should have reminded 
some people how lucky 
they were. 

The Barry Dock News 
described how the local 


board had shown the 
‘greatest and most 
creditable activity in 
converting three 

struggling villages into 
one compact and well- 
ordered town of roughly 
15,000 residents’. A later 
magazine article 

suggested that Barry was 
one of the ‘best sanitary 
towns in the kingdom or 
at least in the 
principality’, having 
spent about £40,000 on 
sewerage works with 
almost all houses now 
connected. 

In November 1896, the 
Sanitary Inspector 
reported that 3,057 
houses had flushing tanks 
but 852 were still without. 

Of interest to some 
readers of this story, was 
the borrowing of £100 to 
erect two tall sewer 
ventilating shafts at Park 
Crescent and St Nicholas 
Road and they can still be 
seen opposite Castle 
Street and on the corner 
of Miskin Street. 

‘Chamber pots’ were a 
great help at that time and 
as we grew up in the 
1940s, the crockery pots 
were still present under 
the bed in case of 
emergency, though only of 
the liquid variety. After 
the War, our outside 
toilets still had 
ventilation, in the door 
making it very cold; and 
after dark it was a scary 
place for young children. 
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Capturing all the sights and sounds when 
thousands of runners set off around Cardiff

Going loco... 
in Barry 

AS a youngster, many, many years ago 
now, my mother often took my sister 
Valerie and me to Barry Island. 

We would catch the train in Cardiff for the short 
journey; and looking through the 96 pages and the 
180 illustrations of the rusting trains and - not being 
a railway buff - I wondered if any of those 
locomotives could have taken us on those 
memorable trips to the sea-side all those years ago. 

The author of Barry Scrap Yard (Amberley Books 
at £14.99) Keith W Platt made his first visit to 
Woodham’s scrapyard, Barry in the late 1960s at a 
time when steam locomotives could still be seen on 
the national network, going about the everyday 
business of working goods and passenger trains. 

With the final withdrawal of steam operations, he 
began to make more visits to Barry as it became the 
very last bastion of British Railway’s steam 
locomotives. 

Keith sought to record, on slide film, the images 
of locomotives and the photos taken on those trips 
inadvertently reveal the gradual blossoming of the 
preservation movement. 

The number of locomotives in the yard shrank - 
not because they had been cut up, but because they 
had been sold to individuals and societies. They had 
been removed to one of the many preservation sites 
and steam railways and have become the backbone 
of the heritage railway preservation movement in 
this country. 

It’s hard to believe, seeing the shape some of 
those locomotives were in, that some of them have 
been fully restored to working order. Railway buffs 
will love this ‘labour of love’ book.

A LOCAL 
historian, Brian 
Keitch of Penarth, 
recently discovered 
a number of 
fascinating old 
photographs of the 
area - taken by a 
relative more than 
100 years ago! 

Brian explained: 
“Over 100 years ago, 
my great grandfather, 
John Lewis, lived in the 
Penarth area and was a 
very keen photographer. 

“A collection of the 
glass plates he took 
circa 1905 to 1910 have 
come down to us and 
provide a glimpse of 
what interested him all 
that time ago.” 

This week’s image 
was taken in Llantwit 
Major, and it reminds us 
all how the old town 
centre has stayed very 
similar, while roads, of 
course, have changed. 

Brian dates it at 
around 1905, and it is a 
striking view of St 
Illtud’s Church and he 
wonders if the building 
on the left of the 
photograph is the 
monastic mill? 

Brian’s first image 
was of the barque 
Francois de Ambroise 
seen tied up on the north 
side of Penarth dock. 

He mentioned that he 
could find no record of 
the vessel in shipping 
registers, but we are 
delighted to say that 
history-minded GEM 
readers were able to 
help. 

Brian reported: 


Francoise de Ambroise - 
steel barque, 1,973 
gross - 1,741 net tons. 
Launched 1901 by A 
Dubigeon of Nantes for 
Societe Bretonne de

Navigation de Nantes. 

The vessel’s maiden 
voyage was from 
Swansea to San 
Franciso with coal. 
Homeward bound in 
1908from west coast of 
South America, 

rounding Cape Horn, 
the ship passed 141 
icebergs, some of them 
100 miles long. 

In 1910 the ship 
loaded at Penarth 
(possibly when the 
photograph was taken) 
and in 1912 she was 
sold to Societe Generale 



dArmament de Nantes. 
In 1916, while on a 
passage from Leith to 
Valpariso, she was 
torpedoed by the 
German submarine U22 
about 68 miles north 
west of Fair Isle. 

He said: “Many 
thanks to David Sheen 
of Dinas Powys and 
Tony Calderbank of 
Barry who kindly 
contacted me with this 
fascinating information.

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Rembering Barry’s War dead (October 1917) 


The information in this article was 
supplied by Mr Paul Kemp of the 
Barry at War Group. 

HE Third Battle of Ypres 
continued in the mud of Flanders 
with the Battle of Broodseinde 
(started October 4), the Battle of 
Poelcapelle (started October 9), the First 
Battle of Passchendaele (started October 
12) and the Second Battle of 
Passchendaele (October 26-November 
10 ). 

Gunner Bert Mason of the 151st Heavy 
Battery, Royal Garrison Artillery was killed in 
action on October 2, 1917. He was buried in The 
Huts Cemetery, near Ypres in Belgium. 

Aged 24, he was the son of Thomas and HE 
Mason of 92 Graving Dock Street, Barry Dock. He 
was born in Cardiff and prior to enlisting had 
worked as a hairdresser in Maesteg. He had been a 
choirboy at St Mary’s Church, Barry Docks and 
was educated at Holton Road Council School. He 
had served in the Glamorgan Fortress Territorial 
Force Siege Battery for eight years. 

Ordinary Seaman Ernest Albert Blythe of the 
SS Mersario, Mercantile Marine drowned on 
October 1 1917 as a result of an attack by an 
enemy submarine. He is commemorated on the 
Tower Hill Memorial, Fondon. 

Aged 17, he was the son of Sidney Arthur and 
Rose Blythe of 54 Archibald Street, Newport, Mon. 
The Mersario was a turret ship built by Doxford’s 
in 1906. She was registered in Glasgow. She 
sailed from Barry on September 16, 1917 under 
Admiralty orders carrying coal and coke to 
Alexandria, according to the report into her loss. 

At around 11.15am on October 1 she was off the 
Moroccan coast (at 35.40N, 7.38W, to be precise) 
zig-zagging eastwards at around eight knots. 

She was struck by a single torpedo on the 
starboard side ‘about cross bunkers’. One seaman, 
Mohammed Hagar (aged 20) was killed by the 
force of the explosion. The ship went down in 
under three minutes according to the report, turning 
turtle as she went. 

She took with her Ernest Albert Blythe (18), 
from Newport (Monmouthshire) and William 
Timothy Gwynne Jones (22), from Pennant in 
Cardiganshire. 

The U-39 surfaced and hauled the third engineer 
(R Chadwick from Wrexham) on board for 
questioning. The crew of the submarine were 
described as young and clean shaven but dirty - 
looking, and spoke very good English. After 
confirming the name of the vessel, her cargo and 
the destination (which he didn’t know), the third 
engineer was put on some wreckage and was 
subsequently picked up by the rest of the crew in 
one of the Mersario’s lifeboats. 

They were in the lifeboat overnight and were 
picked up early the following morning by the 
French steamer La Somme which took them to 
Gibraltar. The crew then made their way back to 
Britain when space was available on other vessels. 

Sailor Ronald George Baxter, of the SS 
Nuceria Mercantile Marine drowned on October 2, 
1917 as a result of an attack by an enemy 
submarine. He is commemorated on the Tower Hill 
Memorial, Fondon. 

Aged 19, he was bom in Cardiff the son of 
George Hayward and Alice Baxter, of 14 Main 
Street, Cadoxton, Barry. 

On October 2, 1917 Nuceria, on a voyage from 
Barry to Italy with a cargo of coal, was sunk by the 
German submarine U-39 (Walter Forstmann) 120 
miles W1/2N from Cap Spartel. Two people were 
lost. 

Company Sergeant Major Joseph Simmonds 

(No 18082) of the 205th Company of the Machine 
Gun Corps (formerly 11467, Worcs Regt) was 
killed in action on October 3,1917. He has no 
known grave and thus is commemorated on the 
Tyne Cot Memorial in Belgium. 

Aged 29, he was bom in Cadoxton the son of 
David and Jane Simmonds of Sydenham Street, 
Barry Dock, Cardiff; husband of Ivy Madge 
Simmonds of 9 Farkhall Terrace, Bath. He had 
been mentioned in despatches for valuable services. 

In 1911 he was serving with the 3rd Battalion, 
Worcestershire Regiment, Shaft Barracks, Western 
Heights, Dover. 

Private Harry Jarrett Littlehales (No 307522) 
of the lst/8th Btn Royal Warwickshire Regiment 
was killed in action on October 4, 1917. He has no 
known grave and thus is commemorated on the 
Tyne Cot Memorial in Belgium. 

Bom in Penarth, he was the younger son of the 
late William and Mrs Ellen Hannay of 22 Holton 
Road, Barry. Prior to enlistment he was working 
for Messrs Frazers, ships’ chandlers of Barry 
Docks. 

On October 5, 1917 SS Forestmoor, on a voyage 
from Huelva to Dublin with a cargo of copper ore, 
was sunk by the German submarine UB-51 (Ernst 
Krafft) 54 miles WxN3/4N Cape Spartel. Twenty- 
two people were lost, including two men from 


Barry: Sailor Thomas Jeremiah Haley, Mercantile 
Marine. 

Aged 20, he was the son of the late Michael and 
Annie Haley. Born at Barry. 

Boatswain Charles Henry Williams, 

Mercantile Marine aged 31, the son of the late 
Charles Walter and Alice Williams; husband of 
Mary Annie Williams (nee Hunt) of 4 Station 
Street, Barry Dock, Glamorgan. Born at Belfast. 

Lance Corporal Charles Edward Brooks 
(40610) of the 7th Btn South Staffordshire 
Regiment died of wounds received in action on 
October 4 at No 4 Casualty Clearing Station on 
October 8, 1917 and was buried in nearby 
Dozinghem Military Cemetery, Belgium. 

Born in Malmesbury, Wiltshire he was the eldest 
son of Albert Edward and Adelaide Mary Brooks of 
Sunnydale Villa, Fairwater Grove, Cardiff. He was 
educated in Holton Road Council School and on 
leaving school was employed by the Barry Railway 
Company as a booking clerk at the Barry Island 
Station. He enlisted on June 22, 1916. 

His commanding officer Capt JD Lindner wrote: 
‘As I daresay you know, practically ever since he 
came to this battalion your son has been my 
company clerk, so that I came personally into 
contact with him a good deal, and I can assure you 
from a personal point of view, I feel his loss very 
keenly. He was very quick picking up his work, 
and whether back in rest or up the line he always 
did his job well, and I had absolute trust in him. 

On the day he was wounded he had insisted on 
going up with the front line of the attack, though 
his duties as clerk would in the ordinary way have 
kept him somewhat in rear.’ 

Private Richard William Thomas (44866) of 
the 75th Coy Labour Corps (formerly the King’s 
Liverpool Regiment, 10th Labour Company) was 
killed on September 9, 1917 and is buried in Hagle 
Dump Cemetery, Ypres. 

Aged 30, he was married to Cornelia Emmeline 
Thomas of 53 Clodien Avenue, Heath, Cardiff. He 
was bom at Cadoxton, Barry. The Barry Dock 
News reported on November 2 that: ‘Private RW 
Thomas of the Labour Battalion, formerly of Oban 
Street, Cadoxton, Barry was killed by a German 
shell on October 9 [sic] whilst engaged in 
unloading British shells in France. His widow now 
lives in Cardiff.’ 

Private Charles Barclay John of the lst/6th 
Btn Gloucestershire Regiment died of wounds on 
October 9, 1917. He has no known grave and thus 
is commemorated on the Tyne Cot Memorial in 
Belgium. 

The Barry Dock News reported on October 26, 
1917 ‘Former Barry butcher died of wounds. News 
reached his young wife on Sunday morning last, 
that Private Charles B John, of the 1/6 Gloucester 
Regiment, had died of wounds received in action. 
Private John was in charge of a machine gun 
section, and was shot by a German sniper. 

He enlisted in September 1915 and had been in 
France since March last. Before enlisting he was in 
the employ of Mr B Jeremiah, butcher, of 
Cadoxton, Barry and was well-known and 
respected. He was 25 and his wife (Elizabeth) and 
child (the latter of whom he had not seen), resided 
at 7 Chilcote Street, Cadoxton, Barry. 

Writing to his wife, one of his comrades, Private 
F Barnes, stated that “all the men in the Company 
miss him, and he was buried by his friends”. 

Private George Bracey (307513) of the 2nd/8th 
Bn Lancashire Fusiliers was killed in action on 
October 9, 1917. He has no known grave and is 
commemorated on the Tyne Cot Memorial. 

Aged 21 he was the son of Mrs Emma Bracey, of 
22 Bell Street, Barry. 

Private Thomas Edward Dunn (42091) of the 
7th Bn, Lincolnshire Regiment was killed in action 
on October 12, 1917. He has no known grave and 
is commemorated on the Tyne Cot Memorial. 

Aged 39, he was the husband of Mrs Alice M 
Dunn of 28 Evelyn Street, Barry Dock. Before 
enlisting he was a partner in Giddings and Dunn, 
ironmongers and house furnishers, Holton Road. 

Private Frederick Lewis Whittington (35524) 
of the 8th Bn East Surrey Regiment was killed in 
action on October 12, 1917. He has no known 
grave and is commemorated on the Tyne Cot 
Memorial. 

Aged 26, he was the son of Frederick and Ellen 
Whittington of 52 Salop Street, Penarth; husband of 
Louisa Eleanor Whittington of 6 Machen Street, 
Penarth. 

He was bom in Cadoxton in 1890, and in 1911 
was living 12 Ivy Place, Penarth. He attested in 
November 1915 and was mobilised in October 
1916, initially serving in the Inland Water Transport 
Section, Royal Engineers, before transferring to the 
East Surrey Bn in 1917. 

Private Thomas William Healey (1835) of the 
34th Bn Australian Imperial Forces was killed in 
action on October 12, 1917. He has no known 
grave and is commemorated on the Ypres (Menin 
Gate) Memorial. 

Aged 25, he was the eldest son of Mr and Mrs W 
Healey of 36 Commercial Road, Cadoxton and 
husband of Enid Elizabeth Healey, 45 Jewel Street, 
Barry Docks (previously 34 Newlands Street, 


Barry). He was working as a waiter in Australia 
when he enlisted on April 28, 1916 and after 
training, disembarked in France on November 21, 
1916. 

Suffering with trench feet, he was transferred to 
England on Decemberl2, 1916. After treatment, he 
rejoined his unit in France on August 31, 1917 and 
was initially reported missing in action, later killed 
on October 12, 1917. 

Gunner Robert Brooks (W/881) of ‘C’ Battery, 
121st Brigade, Royal Field Artillery died of wounds 
at the 57th field ambulance on October 13, 1917 
and was buried in Voormezeele Enclosures No 1 
and No 2. He was born in Barry and was the 
husband of Evelyn Brooks. 

On October 13, 1917 when en route from Belfast 
for Barry, SS Eskmere was torpedoed by German 
submarine UC-75 and sunk when 15 miles WNW 
from South Stack, Anglesey, Wales. 

Twenty lives were lost, including the Master and 
three men from Barry: Chief Steward William 
Maxwell, Mercantile Marine. 

Aged 59, he was the son of the late William 
Maxwell; husband of Eliza Ann Maxwell (nee 
Rich), of 36 Fryatt Street, Barry Dock. 

Born at Glasgow; Assistant Steward Francis 
Morris Grey (served as Osborne), Mercantile 
Marine. 

Aged 15, son of Elizabeth Philp (formerly Grey), 
of 36, Fryatt Street, Barry Dock. 

Born at Cardiff; Sailor William Frederick 
Smith, Mercantile Marine. 

Aged 19, son of Frederick and Jane Smith (nee 
Thomas), of 46 Sydenham Street, Barry. 

Sergeant Edward Boyle (348060) of the 113th 
Siege Battery, Royal Garrison Artillery was killed 
in action on October 15, 1917. He is buried in 
Menin Road South Military Cemetery, Ypres. 

He was the husband of Evelyn Boyle, 2 George 
Street, Barry Docks. Born in Grangetown, Cardiff 
Sergeant Boyle was well known in boxing circles, 
and before joining the Forces was employed by the 
Penarth Pontoon Company. 

On October 18, 1917 SS Sten, on a voyage from 
Barry to Saint Malo with a cargo of coal, was sunk 
by the German submarine UC-64 (Erich Hecht) 
five miles N Godrevy lighthouse. Nine were lost, 
including two Barry men: Sailor Geoge Gill, 
Mercantile Marine. 

Aged 24, he was the son of Cleaphas and 
Elizabeth Alice Gill; husband of Mary Jane Gill 
(nee Fifield) of 3 Quarella Street, Cadoxton, Barry. 

Born at Ystrad, Rhondda; Sailor Evan Owens, 
Mercantile Marine. 

Aged 19, he was the son of John and Ida Annie 
Owens of 62 Station Street, Barry Dock. Bom at 
Bryngwran, Anglesey. 

On October 19, 1917 the Australian government 
steamship Australdale with a cargo of coal from 
Wales to Gibraltar was sailing in convoy when she 
was torpedoed and sunk by a German submarine U- 
22 . 

The attack occurred off the NW coast of Spain in 
the Bay of Biscay. Three boats got away, of which 
the lifeboat with 27 men was never heard of again. 
The other boats managed to make a landing in 
France, but two men died while the boats were 
adrift. 

Two Barry men were on board and lost their 
lives: Trimmer Samuel Robert Bubbins 
Mercantile Marine. 

Aged 16, he was the son of Samuel Bubbins of 
74 Graving Dock Street Barry Dock, and the late 
Mary Ann Bubbins (nee Jones). He died from 
exposure a few hours before the lifeboat containing 
him and 10 other men, one of whom was also dead, 
was picked up by a fishing smack and landed in a 
French port. 

The other lifeboat, containing 24 of the crew, 
was not found. Boy Edward Powell, Mercantile 
Marine, also died on October 26. 

Aged 16, he was the son of Edward and Eleanor 
Powell of 26 Travis Street, Barry Dock. Born at 
Neath, Glamorgan. 

Private Albert Edward Mundy (59843) of the 
37th Casualty Clearing Station, Royal Army 
Medical Corps died on October 20,1917 as a result 
of an air raid. He was buried in Godewaersvelde 
British Cemetery. Born in Barry in 1897, he was 
the son of Mr Frank and Mrs Elizabeth Mundy of 
28 Jewell Street, Barry Dock. 

In 1911 he was living at 4 Lower Morel Street, 
Barry Dock with his parents. He enlisted in Barry 
and had arrived in France on November 18, 1915. 

Driver William Evan Kent (54071),’B’ Battery, 
58th Brigade, Royal Field Artillery, died of wounds 
at No 3 Canadian General Hospital, France on 
October 20,1917 and was buried at Boulogne 
Eastern Cemetery. 

Aged 18, he was the son of Evan and Annie Kent 
of 552 Cowbridge Road, Canton, Cardiff, late of St 
Nicholas, Cardiff. 

It was reported in the Barry Dock News that 
Gunner Kent was in hospital with wounds and gas 
poisoning received in action at Poelcappelle. He 
had joined the RFA on November 23, 1914, served 
in Gallipoli from April 1915; took part in the 
landing and in the evacuation in January 1916, 
during which he was nearly drowned by being 


capsized into the sea; then proceeded to Egypt; was 
drafted to France in June 1916 after having been in 
hospital for some time suffering from trench sores 
and septic poisoning. 

A later message stated that Gunner Kent had 
succumbed to his wounds on Saturday, October 20. 

Gunner William Albert Best (348355) of the 
329th Siege Battery, Royal Garrison Artillery died 
of wounds on October 23, 1917 and is buried in 
Lijssenthoek Military Cemetery. 

Aged 19, he was the son of Mr George H and 
Mrs Elizabeth Best, late of 33 Tynewydd Road, 
Barry Docks, now of Woodfield, Sully. He enlisted 
on July 29, 1915 and proceeded to France in April 
1917. His Major described him as ‘a good and 
brave soldier, and his death is a great loss to the 
Battery’. Formerly a scholar of Gladstone Road 
School, and member of St Mary’s Church Choir. 

When off Ushant on October 23, 1917 the 
Tredegar Hall survived a torpedo attack, which 
missed, and she held her own in an exchange of 
gunfire from the same German U-boat. 

She was finally torpedoed without warning by 
UB-57 at 6.40am, hit in the engine room on the 
port side; the vessel sank quickly with the loss of 
three lives, including the 2nd engineer Ivor George 
John Sparks, Mercantile Marine. 

Aged 24, he was the son of John and Elizabeth 
Sparks (nee Allen) of Lyndhurst, Friar’s Road, 
Barry Island. The Chief Officer and 24 crew took 
to the starboard lifeboat, the Master and remaining 
crew attempted to launch the dinghy but the ship 
sank before it could be lowered. They were now 
forced to jump into the water: one donkeyman was 
drowned after jumping overboard. They were 
picked up 40 minutes later by the other lifeboat. 
Eventually a minesweeper came on the scene and 
picked up all the survivors and landed them at 
Grimsby. 

Rifleman William Davies (R/2728) of the 17th 
Bn of the King’s Royal Rifle Corps was killed in 
action on October 24, 1917. He has no known 
grave and is commemorated on the Tyne Cot 
Memorial. 

Aged 24, he was the son of Mr David Davies of 
142 Woodlands Road, Barry Dock. Private Davies 
was born in Barry and was a member of the 
Tabernacle Congregational Church, Barry Dock. 

Lance Corporal Henry George Hicks (37677) 
of the 9th Bn of the Welsh Regiment died on 
October 24, 1917 and was buried in Barry (Merthyr 
Dyfan) Cemetery. He was the son of Frederick and 
Melinda Hicks of Treharne Road, Barry; husband 
of Florence Cummings (formerly Hicks) of 4 
Fairford Street, Barry, later Twynyrodyn, Wenvoe, 
Cardiff. 

He joined the Welsh Regt on May 19, 1915 and 
was posted firstly to the 3rd Bn in May 1915, and 
was then posted overseas on December 16,1915 
with the 9th Bn. He was wounded in his right foot 
by shell fire on July 17, 1916 and was hospitalised 
in Manchester. 

After treatment he was posted to the 59th 
Training Reserve Battalion of the Cheshire 
Regiment on July 14, 1917 and was serving as an 
instructor at Kinmel Park, North Wales where he 
died of heart failure on October 24. 

Private John Thomas Vaughan (51507) of ‘C’ 
Coy, 21st Bn Manchester Regiment was killed in 
action on October 24, 1917. He has no known 
grave and is commemorated on the Tyne Cot 
Memorial. 

Aged 20, he was the son of the late JH and 
Maria Vaughan of 33 Cross Street, Barry Dock. 

On October 28, 1917 SS Redesmere on a voyage 
from Barry to Southampton with a cargo of coal 
was sunk by the German submarine UB-40 (Hans 
Howaldt) six miles WSW of St Catherine’s Point. 
Nineteen people were lost, including one Barry 
man: Mess Room Steward Robert Fraser 
Campbell, Mercantile Marine. 

Aged 19, he was the son of Alexander and 
Marion Campbell of 87 Court Road, Barry. 

Sapper George Rendall (181662) of the 
Railway Operating Division, Royal Engineers died 
of wounds on October 29, 1917 and was buried in 
Lijssenthoek Military Cemetery, Belgium. 

Aged 29, he was the husband of Emily Rendell 
of 58 Church Road, Cadoxton, Barry. Before 
enlisting he worked at the Biglis Pumping Station. 

Private Frank Yeandle (43711) of the 24th Bn 
Welsh Regiment was killed in action on October 
31, 1917 in Palestine, and was buried in Beersheba 
War Cemetery. Bom in 1898, he was the son of 
Joseph and Julia Yeandle. 

Prior to his enlistment in 1915, he was living 
with his brother at 19 Wenvoe Terrace, Barry and 
worked for CH Burnett, Butchers of Barry.

Coastal talk 
enthralls 
Barry Men’s 
Forum 


THE Barry Men’s 
Forum welcomed a 
return visit recently 
from Rosemary 
Scadden giving a 
talk (and aided by 
superb graphics) 
about the Welsh 
coastline from 
Chepstow to Nash 
Point, a distance of 
some 50 miles. 

The talk commenced 
at Plynlimon in central 
Wales, following the 
route of the River Severn 
to Beachley. The river is 
regarded as the longest 
river in Great Britain, 
passing through 

numerous counties 
including Powys, 

Shropshire, 
Worcestershire and 
Gloucestershire, before 
entering the Severn 
Estuary at Beachley. 

The estuary has many 
notable features such as 
the old railway bridge 
which crossed from 
Lydney to Sharpness, but 
it was destroyed by two 
barges in the 1960s 
colliding on the river, the 
two Severn bridges and 
the Severn railway tunnel 
which opened in 1886. 

At Sudbrook, there is a 
pumping station which 
extracts 10 million 
gallons of water a day 
from the tunnel 
supplying pure water for 


Britain’s largest brewery 
at Magor. 

At Newport, there is 
the Transporter Bridge, 
coupled with the 
excavation of a medieval 
boat found on the 
mudflats of the River 
Usk which is at present 
under restoration, but is 
awaiting further funding 
for work to progress. 
The development of the 
Cardiff Bay Barrage was 
completed in 1999, as 
was the medieval 
settlement at Cosmeston 
in 1987. 

Highlighted was the 
site of the first radio 
transmission over water 
at Lavernock by 
Guglielmo Marconi in 
1897. 

The talk ended with a 
short history of the 
hospital at Sully, famous 
for its pioneering work 
on the eradication of TB 
and on open-heart 
surgery during the late 
1960s. 

At the meeting, two 
new members were 
welcomed, Tony Jones 
and Roger Griffith 
Jones - no relation. 

New members are 
always welcomed, point

THE POTTED GARDEN 

IN NOVEMBER Winter herbs 


WINTER stews and soups taste so much 
better with fresh herbs, so having them to 
hand in the garden or on the patio 
throughout the winter is a delight. 

You can easily grow a selection of evergreen 
perennial herbs outside in containers during the 
winter months, so long as they get a bit of sun. 

Some herbs such as tarragon and mint die back in 
winter, but the more hardy ones such as rosemary, 
sage, thyme and lavender will look after themselves 
if placed where they cannot be frozen, saturated by 
rain or allowed to become too dry. 

You can grow herbs in pots together but don’t put 
herbs that like plenty of water such as chives, mint 
and coriander with those that like well-drained soil 
such as rosemary, sage, thyme and bay. 

It’s also a good idea to choose herbs of a similar 
size for the same pot. A large rosemary will 
overshadow a small thyme plant. Both rosemary and 
bay can grow to a good height and become a feature 
planting in the garden. 

Here are some tips from the Royal Horticultural 
Society on growing winter herbs: 

Remember that plants grow very little in winter, 
so make sure you start with good-sized plants and 
use sufficient numbers of plants for the size of 
container to make an impact from the start 

Position your container where it will get as much 
light as possible during the winter months to ensure 
plant foliage remains green and healthy 

Water containers carefully in winter, making sure 
you check the compost regularly as it can soon dry 
out in mild spells. Smaller plants are more

susceptible to over- or under-watering 

It is not necessary to feed container plants during 
the winter. 

Raise containers off the ground on pot feet or 
bricks to aid drainage and help prevent the freezing 
conditions that cause pots to crack. 

Choose frost-proof terracotta or containers made 
of plastic, fibreglass or wood. Bubble wrap 
containers in severe weather to reduce damage to 
plant roots. 

When it comes to picking your herbs, just 
remember that the plants won’t be doing much in the 
way of new growth over the winter months, so you 
should be careful how much you use. 

However tasty or aromatic, don’t take so much 
that the plant can’t keep itself alive.

Mr Davies said: “It 
was a real pleasure to 
visit Hebron Hall - and 
learn more about the care 
facilities they have on 
offer.

LOVE is in the air again this 
year along our coastlines and 
the Marine Conservation 
Society needs GEM readers to 
help keep an eye out for signs 
of passion in the lugworm 
population. 

The lugworm, Arenicola marina , is 
a vital source of food for wader birds 
and fish as well as playing a key role in 
fisheries as a source of bait. 

Volunteers are being asking to keep 
an eye out for any signs of love within 
the lugworm population on sandy 
shores around the UK. 

This species spends its life in a 
burrow in the sediment so oppor¬ 
tunities to meet a mate are limited. 
Instead, the males release sperm which 
collects in ‘puddles’ on the surface of 
the beach. When the tide comes in, the 
sperm is washed down into the 
burrows of the females and fertilises 
their eggs. 

Not a lot is known about the 
process -all that we do know is that 
specific environmental conditions are 
needed to trigger the release of the 
sperm and the egg at the same time. So 
scientists are calling on members of 
the public to join them as ‘citizen 
scientists’ to help fill in the knowledge 
gaps. 

The Spermwatch project, led by the 
University of Portsmouth, is part of a 
wider conservation project called 
Capturing Our Coast (CoCoast) funded 
by the Heritage Lottery Fund. It is a 
partnership led by Newcastle 
University including Portsmouth, 
Bangor and Hull Universities, Marine 
Conservation Society, Marine 
Biological Association, Scottish 
Association of Marine Sciences and 
Earthwatch Europe. 

Zoe Morrall, CoCoast Project 
Officer at the University of 
Portsmouth’s, Institute of Marine 


Sciences, said: “Not a lot is known 
about lugworm reproduction and it is 
fascinating how the entire population 
of a species spawn, just for a few days 
every year, only when the 
environmental conditions are perfect. 

“By continuing last year’s study, 
and adding temperature data loggers to 
some sites it means we can better 
understand which conditions are 
important for a spawning event. We 
will also be able to understand how 
climate change may affect these 
events. By going out for a walk on any 
sandy beach across the UK, members 
of the public can get involved and help 
us answer these questions.” 

The Marine Conservation Society 
CoCoast Hub will be holding a free, 
open to all event, in collaboration with 
Beach Academy Wales, at Ogmore-by- 
Sea on Sunday, October 22. Meet them 
at the Pen-y-Bont SLSC at 1.30pm, 
before heading onto the shore to 
complete a Spermwatch survey. 

Leonie Richardson, CoCoast Project 
Officer for the Marine Conservation 
Society, said: “If you want to be 
involved in a simple beach-walk 
survey that contributes to some 
intriguing scientific research, 
Spermwatch is for you. Even if you 
can only survey once or twice, each 
record provides valuable information 
to help piece together the puzzle of 
when these elusive marine worms 
breed and what environmental factors 
might trigger them to spawn.” 

The study started on October 22 and 
runs until December 1, and people are 
asked to collect data every three days 
from one of 12 different sites around 
the UK. It should take around 45 
minutes and it is an ideal way to take 
part in ‘hands-on’ science while just 
walking along a beach - all you have to 
do is download an instruction book 
from www.

Travelodge eyeing hotel 
deals with Vale and 
Bridgend county councils

low-cost funding from 
the Public Works Loan 
Board or third party 
resources. 

Upon completion of 
the hotel development, 
local authorities have 
the choice of either 
retaining ownership of 
the hotel and receiving 
an annual rent into the 
council’s revenue 
budget or selling the 
hotel with Travelodge as 
its operator. 

Peter Gowers, 
Travelodge chief 
executive said: “More 
and more local 
authorities are under 
pressure to find ways to 
help regenerate their 
historic town centres 
and local communities. 
Adding a low-cost hotel 
like Travelodge is an

FUW warns: ‘Diesel 
is still important to 
rural communities’ 


GOVERNMENT moves aimed 
at tackling problems caused by 
diesel pollution should be 
targeted at improving 
technology and areas where 
problems exist, rather than a 
broad brush approach that 
penalises rural communities, 
the Farmers’ Union of Wales 
has said. 

The FUW Land Use, Livestock and 
Hill Farming committees agreed in 
separate meetings that problems 
identified by health experts in areas of 
high diesel engine use should be 
recognised and addressed. 

“However, it’s important that 
communities in rural areas, where 
individuals and businesses have no 
alternatives to diesel-powered 
vehicles, due to difficult terrain, harsh 
weather and similar problems, are not 
caught in the crossfire of moves aimed 
at tackling localised problems,” said 
FUW deputy president Brian Thomas. 

Ministers have identified 81 major 
roads in 17 towns and cities where 
urgent action is required to tackle air 
pollution in order to address human 


health problems. 

Despite the problem areas being 
concentrated in urban and city areas, 
many have speculated that the UK 
Government plans to change the tax 
status of all diesel cars, and could 
announce tax increases in the Budget 
this autumn. 

“Any blanket moves which include 
those taxes in areas reliant on diesel 
where there are no alternatives, would 
not only be unfair, but would fail to 
properly target problem areas. 

“It could also effectively mean a 
back-door tax on rural communities 
where there is often no choice but to 
use diesel-powered vehicles and no 
problems exist,” said Mr Thomas. 

Mr Thomas said that moves which 
targeted problem areas and improved 
technology to make diesel cleaner had 
to be the way forward. 

“Given the potential for diesel 
production from renewable sources to 
be increased alongside the 
development of other greener 
technologies, blanket moves which 
target diesel vehicles would be 
extremely short-sighted and a 
backwards step,” he added.

Memories of Plunger 
and Barton Williams 


WHEN I saw that a horse 
called Plunger had finished 
second at Newmarket last 
Friday (November 3), it 
brought back memories of 
another horse of that name 
who on May 13, 1978 was a 
‘winner’ of the maiden race at 
the Llangeinor Hunt Point-To- 
Point Steeplechases. 

The story is told in my book Racing 
Rogues - The Scams, Scandals and 
Gambles of Horse Racing in Wales 
(published by St David’s Press) how 
the Vale’s Barton Williams, a really 
colourful character, managed to force 
his tail-switching Plunger first past the 
post from the favourite Lord 
Belvedere, ridden by Welsh champion 
rider Mike Williams of Bassaleg. 

The cheers for Barton as he rode 


into the winners’ enclosure were loud 
and clear but it was later learned that 
Plunger should have not have even 
been entered for the race as it wasn’t 
qualified with one of the adjacent 
hunts. 

It was also later claimed that as a 
three-year-old, Plunger had won a mile 
and a half race under Jockey Club rules 
on the flat; and the rules stated that: ‘A 
maiden is a horse which, at the time of 
starting, has never won a steeplechase, 
hurdle race or any other race under 
the rules of any recognised turf 
authority, point-to-point races 
included.’ 

The race was later awarded to Lord 
Belvedere, the runner-up owned by 
Mrs June Jones of Rudry.

BARRY RFC’s

It was a game in which

I- 0 victory at Park 
Hall. 

The landmark result, 
which sent shock-waves 
across Welsh football, 
was only the second time 
the Saints had been 
beaten at home in a 
Welsh Premier League 
fixture since November 
2012. 

Coming into this 
encounter off the back of 
four defeats, Gavin 
Chesterfield’s squad 
were positioned as rank 
outsiders, with their trip 
to the record-breaking, 

II- time champions and 
professionals portrayed 
in some quarters as an 
afterthought - its 
outcome a forgone 
conclusion. 

The visitors though 
were in no mood to 
accept defeat on their 
modern Park Hall debut, 
pulling a remarkable 
result out of the hat 
instead and ending to the 
hosts’ latest 14-game 
unbeaten run. 

Captained by Ryan 
Evans, the travelling 
Town team put in a 
magnificent shift to 
contain their 

accomplished opponents, 
with defenders Luke 
Cooper, Chris Hugh and 
Paul Morgan working 
tenaciously alongside 
skipper Evans and Troy 
Greening fulfilling an 
important role in front of 
the back four. 

As would be expected, 
the Saints created some 
quality chances, a 
testament to the attacking 
ability that has helped 
them capture no fewer 
than 16 domestic 
trophies since the turn of 
the decade. 

Having scored 28 
times in this Welsh 
Premier campaign to 
date, Saints supporters 
thought they had made it 


into the Barry net, less 
than 10 minutes in.

As scenes of 
celebration spread like

To their utmost credit, 
the well-organised Barry 
XI were more than up to 
the challenge, covering 
ground and remaining 
robust to restrict the 
prolific Saints, as 
Brobbel misfired at the 
near post and teammate 
Aaron Edwards headed 
wide of Lewis’ goal. 

Introducing Tom 
Holland, Wes Fletcher 
and lastly Jamie Mullan 
from the bench, TNS 
would recycle play in 
pursuit of an equaliser, 


substitutes James 

Saddler, Curtis Watkins 
and Sam Jones all 
playing their part in 
seeing out the game 
successfully. 

Five minutes of 
second-half stoppage 
time later, Barry had 
secured a result for the 
ages; the victorious 
players running to 
embrace supporters in a 
moment of sheer 
euphoria. 

The 1-0 result would 
see Barry climb to eighth 
in the table, although, all 
things considered, their 
success at Park Hall 
could well be the greatest 
single Welsh Premier 
League result in their 
history. 

Though the Town have 
recorded wins by far 
greater margins and 
victories that have 
clinched titles, never 
before had a newly- 
promoted Barry squad 
turned over the full-time 
champions of Wales. 

This Saturday, the 
triumphant Town return 
to Jenner Park for 
another important 
fixture, this time against 
seventh-placed 
Llandudno FC, who will 
have new manager Iwan 
Williams leading the 
way.
